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Seme Very Stubborn Facts. 

In regard to prohibition the question 
is not what are the evils of intemper- 
ance ; it is whether any form of prohi- 
bition does good or harm— diminishes 
the amount of drunkenness, or in- 
creases it, and the answer to this ques- 
tion is not a matter of conjecture or 
speculation. The experiment has been 
tried by many communities, on an 
ample field, for a sufficient time, under 
favorable conditions, and with a de- 
cisive result. ' 

Massachusetts tried prohibition for 
many years, and gave it up as worse 
than a failure. The Joint Committee 
of the Legislature in 1867 reports that 
if the law diminishes the number of 
open places for drinking it does so only 
to multiply the secret places. The evi- 
dence shows that in all those cities or 
towns where the prosecution against 
open places was most active an extra- 
ordinary number of secret places were 
^ started, that more liquor and worse 
^ liquor was drunk, and that secret in- 
toxication ensued. 

With regard to Boston, the report 
says “It can be safely asserted that 
whi le the number of open places has 
somewhat diminished, an immense and 
continually increasing number of se- 
cret places and clubs have been estab- 
lished, drunkenness has increased al- 
most in direct ratio with the closing of 
public places, and there is now more 
of it than at any previous time in the 
history of the city.” 

Ex-Mayor Norcross is authority for 
the statement that drunkenness in- 
creased, and ex-Mayor Lincoln said 
that “the sale of ardent spirits has in- 
creased faster than the population in 
creased.” 

From Cambridge, Lowell, Charleston. 
New Bedford, Fall River, Worehester, 
Lynn, 'Springfield, Pittsfield, comes 
similar evidence given by mayors and 
ex-mayors, and from competent per- j 
sons. “The fact,” says the report, 1 
“that the place is secret takes away the 
rcstiaint which, in more public and re- 
spectable places, would keep the drunk- 
ard within temperate bounds. The fact 
that the place is contraband and liable j 
to interruption and its gains are 
hazardous, tends to drive honest men 
from it, and leave it in control of men 
who will not scruple to poison the com-

With J. Pierpont Morgan’s special 
visit to the President to insist that the 
officials of the Eastern railroads be al- 
lowed to present the railro ads needs 
and Mr. Harriman lurking around the 
White House ready to break in at any 
minute, uniess Secretary Loeb and the 
secret service men can keep him out, 
there is something doing in Washing- 
ton. What President Roosevelt can do 
is not at all clear. What kind of a 
treaty of peace can be patched up to 
help the railroads defeat two cent pas- 
senger fare and other anti-railroad leg- 
islation in most of the States is a dark 
I problem. The reformers in the States 
evidently want to show the President 
that they can do much more to curb 
unreasonable rates than he has accom- 
plished through Federal legislation. 

How can President Roosevelt, if he 
i would, restrain his fellow reformers 
J in the several States? Or what can he 
do to lessen the strain on the railroad 
magnates in the interstate field? Un- 
j less he is willing to order the Inter- 
i state Commerce Commisssion to stop 
business and that he can hardly do, 
for they are sworn to c -.1 ry out the law 
without fear or favor.

If 
ihe patent cannot be bought, but a 
i fitafcimn of the patent can lie obtained, 
no -matter how small a fraction— say 
1 one-tenth of the entire right in the pat- 
ent— the owner of the one-tenth would 
he just as well off as tho owner of the 
nine-tenths. The Courts have held that 
a patent is not like t he capital stock 
of a corporation and that the owner of 
more than one-half of the title to the 
patent has no claim upon the owner of 
less than one-half.

Attention, Butter Makers. 

"Attention of butter makers is called 
the to following ruling of the U. S. 
Pure Food Commission effecting the 
making of butter : 

“Housewives must work out the but- 
termilk if they want to put their butter 
on the market. A national law recent- 
ly enacted classifies as adulterated all 
butter that contains 16 per cent or 
more moisture. The law will be en- 
forced by agents of the general Govern- 
ment sent out under the direction of 
the agricultural department. Recent- 
ly agents were out and took samples of 
creamery and country butter which is 
claimed to be within the law. The 
foreign substance in the butter is a 
mositure known as buttermilk. The 
agents state that there is but little 
butter sold by farmers that has less 
than 18 per cent of this moisture in it. ” 

If the law should be literally enforc- 
ed it would work a revolution in the 
butter trade. 



Gaines Got Judgment For $2,000. 

The jury in the damage suit of Noel 
Gaines against W. P. Walton, editor of 
the Kentucky State Journal, for $25,000 
damages brought in a verdict for 
Gaines, giving him $2,000.
